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OW it came to pass in the year 1933, being the first year of the reign 
N of the Sultan, Franklin Delano, to be remembered as the Third of the 
Great Depression, there came unto the Temple of Law of Detroit in the land 
of Mish-Egan, upwards of seven score young men. And behold, they sought 
out the High Priest, Kric-Bom, a man of much learning and wisdom, and said 
unto him, ‘““Venerable Master, we seek to be learned in the laws of our land 
and our people.

110 members, is slightly less than one-half its original size. The consoling 
feature is that those who are left are the choice of the group that originally 
started, however, we admit with regret that many a fine man was forced to 
postpone or forget his ambitions for further education by events beyond 
his control. Real friendships have been made; associations between individ- 
uals and between groups have been formed, the memories of which will 
always be cherished, long after troubles and worries of studies become dim 
and forgotten. 


The successful manner in which this class has assisted in student func- 
tions, has been due in large measure to the splendid organization it has 
always enjoyed. The officers selected to guide the destinies of the class for 
the school year 1936-1937 were: Robert Stewart, president of the day class 
with William Sevald, president of the night class. Heathman and Peterson, 
vice-presidents; McCaskill and Torcellini, secretary and treasurer respec- 
tively, of the night class, with Charles Thomas Stamps holding both offices 
for the afternoon group. 


Awettierexample onetnie mne, work ol the officers and active support of 
the entire class was the J-Hop, by far the most popular activity of the year. 
The dance, in charge of a Junior Committee which spared neither time nor 
energy in promotion, was held in the Crystal Ballroom of the Book-Cadillac 
Hotel Allvclasses attended resulting in a social and financial success, such 
as few colleges have seen in recent years. 


With this year drawing to a close, three-fourths of the distance has been 
run. Now the members of the class look eagerly forward to returning on 
the morrow as august seniors, when they will be honored by the under- 
classes, as future masters of litigation, lordly, sophisticated and supreme in 
the school world.

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COLLEGE HISTORY 


ITH the opening of the new building of the Detroit College of Law 

another step in the orderly and substantial progress of the College has 
been taken. A fitting climax to the sound ideas of the men who have minis- 
tered to this progress, the completion of this new structure marks a high 
point of almost half a century of service to the bar and to the community. 

The Detroit College of Law was established in December, 1891, to 
answer the demand for a school making available a more adequate legal 
education. This goal was achieved by the founders of the school by a re- 
organization of the curriculum so as to focus the study of law on an eco- 
nomic, political and social background. Accordingly, opportunity is given 
the students in this college to acquire a practical insight into the legal 
profession during the day while absorbing legal principles in the evening. 
The resulting success of this plan can best be seen by scanning the roster 
of graduates of the school at the present time occupying prominent positions 
in the state of Michigan as well as throughout the entire United States. 

William C. Wetherbee and Malcolm McGregor, both prominent members 
of the bar, were associated with Floyd Mechem, eminent text writer and 
legal instructor, in organizing the college. Floyd Mechem became the first 
Dean, this position being held during the past 47 years of the college’s exist- 
eneenpy theslate judge Philip TL Van -Zile, John C. Bills, the late Honor- 
able William S. Sayres, and since 1917 by William Krichbaum, the present 
incumbent. 

The college is and always has been ably staffed by leading members of 
them Demoitmoarmelt isstheir helptull advice and counsel, acquired’ by the 
actual practice of the law, which has made college life really worth while. 
Among those who have served the college in the past as instructors are such 
iitistsuascs he )ustices one, Carpenter, and Brooks of the Michigan 
DUpLetlercOuttim Udeesm lexis Ceneell and Arthur |; Tuttleof the United 
States Courts and Judges Alfred Murphy and Harry Dingeman of the Cir- 
CUlmCOUn wandusuehe practinoners: as, Alired Lucking, Prank EH.

The college has consistently kept in advance of statutory requirement 
of scholastic preparation for entrance. A three-year general collegiate course 
is now required for entrance and a full four years of evening or afternoon 
attendance is a pre-requisite to graduation. Looking to the near future we 
are pleased to announce the formation of a three-year full time day school 
course as well as the addition of a graduate school which will offer work 
leading to a degree of Master of Laws. 

The new building now in the final process of completion, aside from its 
architectural beauty, presents added comforts and facilities to the student. 
The library has been increased to a total of over 12,000 volumes, including 
reports from several eastern states from which Michigan has derived much 
of its law. The class rooms are spacious and hght, providing comfort and 
convenience, all aiming to assist the student in his educational quest.

NOTHER successful season in forensics was completed this year at the 
Detroit College of Law. 


Debating both affirmative and negative sides of the national inter- 
collegiate proposition, “Resolved: That Congress should enact legislation 
regulating minimum wages and maximum hours for industry,” the varsity 
debate squad, under the very able tutelage of Coach Charles Lockwood, 
engaged teams representing some of the foremost universities in Michigan, 
and in each instance with marked success. 


The «squad, comprised of Nathaniel H. Rubin, Captain; Alfred L. 
Deutsch, Manager; Albert Berger, John C. Williams, William Gold, and 
Irving Yackness, journeyed to Ypsilanti on October 21st to open the season 
opposing Michigan State Normal College in a dual contest. In succession 
followed debates with Hope College, Hillsdale, Detroit Institute of Tech- 
nology, Wayne University, and the University of Detroit.

HE Sons of the American Revolution is a hereditary military society, mem- 

bership in which is limited to lineal descendants of ancestors who rendered 
active service during the Revolutionary War in the cause of American Inde- 
pendence. Its purposes and objects are patriotic, historical and educational. The 
national society, organized April 30th, 1889, and incorporated by special act of 
Congress June 6th, 1906, consists of 47 State Societies and Societies in the District 
of Columbia, Hawaii and France, with approximately 20,000 members. 


The Michigan Society was organized at a meeting held in Detroit, January 
18th, 1890, with a membership of 25, choosing Henry B. Ledyard as the first 
president. 


The activities of the society include an annual banquet, the first of which was 
held April 2nd, 1891, at the Book-Cadillac Hotel, Detroit. The society has 
established a practice of placing markers upon the graves of Revolutionary soldiers 
in Michigan; memorial tablets and more elaborate monuments have been placed 
on historical spots in an attempt to perpetuate the memory of great men and 
important events in the history of our nation. 


In addition to marking of historical events the societies in the large cities 
perform a noteworthy service by contacting the newly admitted citizens upon their 
naturalization and welcoming them to citizenship. Observance of Flag Day and 
Constitution Day has been fostered by the society. Patriotic education has been 
encouraged, subversive movements studied and denounced through committee 
action and addresses. 


Many distinguished citizens of Michigan have served as officers of the society. 
Among those from the faculty of our school are Wallace C. Hall, vice-president, 
and Raymond E. Van Syckle, who, after holding the office of registrar for four 
years, was elected secretary in 1913, and has served in that capacity for the past 
24 years. William C. Krichbaum is the present incumbent of the presidency.

IXTEEN years ago a group of serious but happy students from the 

Detroit College of Law, began holding regular meetings to discuss topics 
of timely and mutual importance. So that the advantage of these meetings 
might be perpetuated among the students it was decided to organize on the 
fraternity plan. It was about this time that the National Intercollegiate Law 
Fraternity, Sigma Delta Kappa, began the spread of its democratic influence 
into legal and fraternal circles and it was with Sigma Delta Kappa that this 
group formed their alliance. On August 21st, 1921, they were received and 
organized as Lambda Chapter. 


Lambda Chapter has enjoyed many and varied activities during the past 
year. It has been our purpose to make the fraternity more than merely a 
social group and to this end a series of lectures was planned, giving our 
many members of the judiciary each an opportunity to discuss his pet legal 
subject. This series proved very interesting as well as instructive; Judge 
Liddy of the Common Pleas Court stressed evidence and court room pro- 
cedure swihilesjudgvesGuy Miller “chose a timely subject, explaining the 
changes in the law resulting from New Deal legislation. Following his 
initiation into Honorary Membership, Mr. Ezra Frye delivered an inspira- 
tional address on the “Integrated Bar,” before a large gathering of alumni 
and active members, the occasion being the Founders Day Banquet. 


All told Lambda Chapter is proud of its activities for the past year. Not 
only did it benefit the school with its social, cultural and literary functions, 
but it brought to the individual the true meaning of fraternal life. Friend- 
ship, loyalty, understanding, kindness—these are the rewards received from 
our association and these are the things that helped make our year’s pro- 
gram a success and our fraternalship secure.

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COMMENCEMENT ADDRESS 


(Address of Henry C. Walters, of the Detroit Bar, at the Commence- 
ment exercises of the Detroit College of Law, February 17, 1937.) 


Director Hickey, Dean Krichbaum, Members of the Faculty, 
Graduates, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


I shall address my remarks to the Graduates; but, with their permission, 
and with mine of course, their relatives and their friends who have accompanied 
them, may listen in. 


These exercises are of major moment to them, and of minor importance, 
speaking generally, to the others present. Most of the gentlemen who have 
graduated are planning, we may assume, to engage in the practice of the law. 
The aim will be to try to aid them, and at the same time refrain from boring 
the others, if that can be done. 


Those of the graduates who do net engage in active practice need not count 
their time here as wasted. A broad general knowledge of the law will be 
helpful to them in business and in industry. About fifty of my classmates in 
the University of Michigan did not intend to practice law. Some of them later 
filled high positions in important concerns. I recall at the moment that one 
became President of the Michigan State Telephone Company, another, of The 
National Biscuit Company, and later of the American Sugar Refining Company, 
and have no doubt but that their law course had much to do with their advance- 
ment. 


On an occasion of this kind, the speaker has the choice of two courses open 
to him. He may talk on some legal question that might be of interest to the 
Graduates, but not entertain the rest of the audience. To one who has practiced 
law for more than forty years, the preparation of an essay on some question 
of law is a comparatively easy task. He may gather his material through access 
to more than 40,000 volumes, filled with legal principles or rules, and discussions 
supporting them. That is one course. 


The other is to endeavor to impart, in a friendly talk, which may not rise 
to the dignity of a discourse, something which cannot be found in law books, 
but which comes from personal experience, and the experience of others engaged 
in the practice of the Law. It seemed to me that I should attempt, in these 
trying times, to acquaint the graduating class with the realities of practice, and 
thereby aid them to progress in the right direction. This represents a somewhat 
more difficult task than that which is incident to a discussion of law. One has 
to let his memory carry him back over the years in a search for materials which 
have not been recorded, but that may be of help to those who are about to make 
their start, as your speaker did many years ago in Detroit which then had a 
population of 232,500. 


My selection of a theme does not reflect on those who have, on prior occa- 
sions, delivered scholarly and helpful addresses on legal problems. Indeed, a 
discussion now of the natural rights of man, which grow, not out of constitutions, 
but out of his membership in the human race, would be intensely interesting. 
[t might be instructive to consider, and to weigh the respective values of con- 


eres Sy 


stitutions framed by those who fought on battle fields for the right to proclaim 
them, and those formulated by persons with more of theory, and less of reality 
to guide them. . 

Much of what I shall say will not be new to you. The able lawyers who 
have devoted their time to you throughout your course have undoubtedly stressed 
not only the advisability of being well-grounded in legal principles, but the 
necessity for straight-forward conduct in the practice of your profession, 


It was thought advisable, however, to address you now upon the ethical, 
and the practical aspects of your future work, as an important prelude to it. 


I cannot tell you how to attract your first client; but if you will follow a 
few simple rules of conduct, you may retain him when you do acquire him, and 
attract others until you are established. | speak of simple rules. They are so 
simple that they may, on first thought, seem of small value. Some of the rules 
will relate to the hard work of the practice, and might be thought unworthy of 
a place under the title which my talk has been given—unless it be remembered 
that hard work and honesty are suitable traveling companions on the road to 
success. 

All that you need do to attract chents is to be honest, industrious, self-reliant 
and courteous. That is the practical equivalent of fees you to follow the golden 
rule. I shall not, however, leave the matter in that general form, but shall try 
to tell you how to fulfill the requirements I have mentioned, and thus reap the 
reward due upon honest performance. I shall stress the matter of honesty, not 
because there are many dishonest lawyers, but for the vital reason that a very few 
dishonest ones taint the whole profession. The general public does not discrimi- 
nate between the honest and the dishonest ones with any great degree of nicety. 
Due to this fact, the responsibility of the lawyer to his brothers in the law is great. 


Honesty and Industry: 

I shall deal with honesty and industry together. You cannot do an honest 
day’s work unless you are inherently industrious, and that tie-up is particularly 
applicable to the practice of law. You cannot put in a satisfactory day practic- 
ing law if you have not industriously studied the law which you are undertaking 
to apply. 

I am going to be sufficiently personal to give you the benefit of some sound 
advice lier my father gave me the day betore I came to the City of Detroit to 
engage in practice. He never had had a law suit, and he was not a lawyer, but 
his counsel was so concise, so full of common honesty and common-sense, and is 
so pertinent now that I should not withhold it from you. I recall his words as 
though he had spoken them yesterday. You will find them easy to carry in your 
memories. He said: 


“You are about to begin the practice of law. Remember that when anyone 
employs you to guard their liberty or their property, you will be working for 
them and not for yourself. Take the shortest honorable course to a proper settle- 
ment of their matters.” 

If each of you will remember that you are working for someone else, and 
that your work and your compensation 1s but a necessary imcident, you will proceed 
along honest lines. You will not take your client’s matter into court if it can be 
disposed of out of court. If there must be litigation, you will not unduly prolong 
it by appeals; and you will not add unnecessary expense by making idle motions 
covering matters that can be agreed on with opposing counsel. You will not over- 
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charge, whether your employment be on a contingent or on a straight fee basis. 
A contingent fee of fifty per cent is frequently inconsistant with fair dealing ; 
thirty-three and one-third per cent is high ordinarily. 

Do not commence an action for the mere purpose of increasing your com- 
pensation. That would not be honest. 


Honesty in practice includes candor, of course. Do not make the mistake 
of intentionally misstating the law, or of stating it at all if you are not reasonably 
sure of your ground. 

It will require industry and constant study to enable you to serve your clients 
properly. You cannot do that if you do not keep abreast of the law, and if you 
fail in that regard, you will not enjoy the respect of the judges to whom you mis- 
state the law—judges whom you may lead into error, because of their reliance 
upon your statements. 


If questions arise during the trial of a case on which you are not informed 
you may sometimes overcome the difficulty by obtaining permission to file a brief 
or to look up the law. In view of the fact that the law is set out in thousands of 
volumes, you need not hesitate to admit your lack of knowledge when that is the 
reasonable course to pursue. If a difhcult legal question comes up out of court, 
take the same fair position—one due yourself and due your client. Advise that 
it will be necessary to investigate the law before you can express an opinion of 
value. 


Honesty embraces fairness and reasonableness. Applied to the trial of cases 
these requirements prompt the admission of all provable facts, if there be no 
special reason why you wish to have your adversary place witnesses on the stand 
to prove them; those attributes will also eliminate idle and time-consuming objec- 
tions to testimony, and rambling, pointless cross-examinations. My experience 
in cross-examining impels me to make a few comments on cross-examination and 
trial work. First let me say that you can cross-examine vigorously and search- 
ingly without being insulting. You should not assume that you must adopt the 
mannerisms of a rowdy, or near-rowdy, in the trial of your cases, and particularly 
in cross-examining witnesses. That will not get you far with the court or the jury. 
The matter of courtesy will be dealt with later, however. Cross-examine with 
care, dealing only with points of importance. Study your case in advance so that 
you may have a better idea of what you wish to bring out on cross-examination. 
Use what I shall call a trial book, rather than a pad or a handful of sheets of 
paper on which to make notes. 


Have the case outlined as you expect it to develop. Don’t undertake to make 
an opening statement of what you expect to prove, without being fully prepared 
to do so, and to resist an immediate motion for a directed verdict. Be ready to 
move for a directed verdict on the opening statement of opposing counsel. Such 
motions are rarely granted, but they do prevail, and when they do, litigation and 
expense is greatly lessened. 

Interview all witnesses before you call them to the stand. You have a right 
to talk with witnesses who will be called by opposing counsel, but do not make 
such contact with the opposite party. In respect of your own witnesses you 
should not call them to the stand without first ascertaining what they are likely 
to testify to; when you offer a witness, you say to the court, in legal effect, that 
you are presenting a person who will truthfully testify to matters material to the 
issue. I recall a trial before the late Judge Mandell of the Wayne Circuit, where 
an attempt was being made to capitalize the fact that the witnesses had been 


interviewed by the counsel who called them to the stand. Judge Mandell immedi- 
ately interposed with the statement that it was the duty of counsel to ascertain 
whether or not the persons he planned to call knew anything about the pertinent 
facts, before offering them as witnesses. 

In talking with a witness, do not attempt to have him color his testimony. 
It is proper, of course, to seek to refresh his recollection if it seems to be at fault. 
A client should not be told that he cannot prevail unless he testifies to this, that 
or the other thing. A few attorneys adopt that course, in the hope that the client 
will profess a satisfactory change in recollection. I should not make this charge 
did I not know it to be true. 


Make careful notes of the matters within the knowledge of the witness which 
you wish to bring out, before undertaking to examine him in court. Make notes 
also of the proof requirements of your case, and of the exhibits you should offer 
in order to complete your case. Outline on your trial book what your opponent 
must prove to make out his case. On close questions be prepared in advance, 
if possible, with pertinent cases. Do not try to practice law by ear, depending on 
chance, good fortune, or glibness of tongue to win. 

Make advance notes on your argument to the jury, or to the court, if there 
be no jury, instead of waiting until the testimony is concluded, when you can do 
it only hastily, and inadequately. You can supplement your notes as the trial 
proceeds. 


In your argument do not try to make the court or the jury believe what you 
do not yourself believe. Let it be said of you that while you may be wrong, you 
at least think you are right. 


Self-Reliance: 


Self-reliance will be evident if you rely on yourself and not too much on 
others. Do not be afraid to explore comparatively unknown avenues of the law 
in your endeavor to uphold the rights of your client. If your client appears to 
have right on his side, do not take it for granted that relief cannot be had because 
other lawyers have so advised him. You may, of course, assume that they are 
right, but do not conclusively presume that to be the fact. Your practice will 
run along unusual lines if you do not find yourself confronted occasionally with 
complete lack of precedent and with views of other lawyers indicative of lack of 
relief. Then will come the need for self-reliance. 

The relation of one or two instances which have come under my observation 
will indicate what I mean, and the value of the type of self-reliance that is referred 
to. During the World War corporations were compelled to pay a very large 
federal tax, referred to as the Excess Profits Tax. An eastern corporation paid 
a tax about fifteen times as large as its annual Federal Tax had been theretofore. 
It was then notified by the Internal Revenue Department of an additional tax 
amounting to $326,000, in round figures. This levy did not appear to the corpo- 
ration to be equitable, though it was within the letter of the revenue law. The 
company consulted counsel in the City of Pittsburgh and was told that it would 
have to pay the tax. It then laid the matter before counsel in the City of New 
York where it was given similar advice. It recalled having employed a firm of 
attorneys in the City of Detroit some years before who succeeded in winning a 
case for it in the Circuit Court, and on appeal, in the Supreme Court, after the 
counsel it had first employed advised that the case should be discontinued because 
it could not be won. The general manager could not remember the names of the 
Detroit counsel, so he had the company files looked up and thus found the names 
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and address; an interview at Detroit was arranged. The Detroit counsel took up 
the matter, and after two or three trips to Pittsburgh, and one or two visits to 
Washington, had the additional tax claim withdrawn by the Revenue Department. 

Another corporation received notice from a departmental head of one of the 
large and prosperous states of the union, of a specific state tax demand covering 
prior years, and coupled with a notice that the tax would, thereafter, have to be 
paid each year. The department head stated that he was acting under the direc- 
tion of the Attorney General of the state. The company consulted two Chicago 
counsel, each of whom independently advised that the tax was within the letter, 
though not within the spirit of the law, and would have to be met. This company 
had also had experience with Detroit counsel, and it laid the matter before that 
counsel. They wrote an opinion which was submitted to the Attorney General 
of the state and that gentleman asked for a conference with the Detroit attorneys. 
Shortly after the conference the departmental head wrote the company stating 
that the demand for the tax was being withdrawn and might be disregarded. 


[ happen to know that the counsel who were engaged by the eastern com- 
pany in the Federal Tax matter were later made general counsel of the company 
and notwithstanding that their office was in Detroit, they handled important legal 
matters of the company throughout the United States for many years and until 
the death of three successive company presidents; that brought the stock owner- 
ship into new hands and the new owners could not see any special reason for the 
employment of counsel so far away from the principal office of the company. 


If the Detroit counsel had not been self-reliant, and had taken the rather 
natural course of assuming that the advice of the other counsel was well founded, 
the course of events would have been entirely different. 


You should not, of course, carry the matter so far as to assume always that 
other counsel are in error; but if you find that the very right of the matter is 
with your client, you will be reasonably safe in disregarding the advice of others 
who have indicated that there must be a submission to injustice. 


Courtesy: 

I deal with the matter of courtesy last, because while it is important, it prob- 
ably is not of such vital moment as the three others are—honesty, industry and 
self-reliance. [I mentioned courtesy in connection with the cross-examining of 
witnesses. It should not be confined to that, of course. Be courteous to the 
court, to opposing counsel, to the opposite party, to all the witnesses, and natur- 
ally, to the jury. I do not counsel you to be overly courteous—just genuinely 
courteous. The only kind that is of any value is that which comes from the heart. 
That which is assumed and put on, is worse than none at all. You should not 
be obtrusive in your courtesy, or permit the attribute of courtesy to interfere with 
plain speaking, and the taking of a definite stand when that is essential. Do not 
bow lightly to the will of anyone if you feel that you are right. Do not make 
the mistake, of course, of pressing your position upon the court when it becomes 
clear that that will be a waste of time. I am not devoting much of my time 
tonight to stressing courtesy, because there isn’t much to say about it. There are 
no guiding rules. I urge it strongly, however, notwithstanding the comparatively 
small space it occupies in this talk. 


Honesty is the major virtue. 


Abraham Lincoln is enshrined in the hearts of the people for the great work 
he did in preserving the union, but he is also remembered because of his straight- 
forwardness. We recognized the birthday anniversary on last Friday of ‘ ‘Honest 
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Abe”; that term of endearment was applied to him during his life, and still clings 
] & S 
to his memory. If you follow in his footsteps, in so far as integrity. is concerned, 
p \ | QTIty 
you may continue the practice of law for such period of time as you may care to. 


If you do not, you may cease that practice pursuant to the order of an outraged 
court. 


A man is honest or he is not honest. There are no degrees of honesty. 
There are no such conditions or degrees, as more honest or most honest. There 
is no such attribute even as almost honest. 


There is no middle road to follow, in the practice of the law. There is the 
road that leads to dishonor and to sorrow, and the other road which leads to 
honor and to happiness—just those two. You each are free to make your selection. 


Your relatives and your friends have faith that you will choose wisely. I join 
them in that hope. 


In concluding, let me say this: 


Eminence in the profession of the law reached by climbing up without pulling 
others down, and over a pathway on which you have left no marks of dishonor, 
is a goal worthy of the ambition of anyone. 


The noun anyone includes all the class. It is not too much to expect that 
each of you will cherish that ambition, and in due course realize it. 
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The Aiumni Association for many years has restricted its official activities 
to assistance at the Annual Reunion. 


In answer to the growing need for closer cooperation in the study and 
solution of problems of mutual interest, the association appears ready to 
take its full share of the responsibilities placed upon the Bar generally and 
preparations are now being made to coordinate alumni activities through 
the association as a clearing house.
